Knapp, valued at 81,000, and was insured 
with the German Insurance Co., of Free- 
port, 111, for $600; furniture in same 
company, for 8400; A. Bmick, agent. 


The Thomas Lyons one story frame, 


east of the Knapp property, caught fire 
and was partly destroyed. It wasoooupieJ 
by Obas Coker and wife and four young 
w.imer. Everything was carried out of 
this himne. 
The property was worth 


about $400, no insurance. 


M s. Knapp is at a loss to tell how the 


fire started. She fa} 8 the flue was a solid 
one, made of brink. The family and 
boarders were away for dinner, and very 
little fire was made last evening1. The 
kitchen was cold at 10 o'clock, when it 
wiifl entered by one of the inmates. One 
of the hoarders entered the house through 
Ibt) kitchen after 1 o'clock thin morning, 
noM passed directly to his room. He says 
there wus no smell of fire about the 
kitchen then 
The theory is that the 


house was set on fire accidentally by bur- 
glHn>, or by some one who may have in- 
tended to t urn out the Coker fnmily, be- 
cause they were not wanted in the neigh- 
borhood, but made a mistake in the 
house. 


The firemen did not get the alarm un- 


til after the family were awakened. There 
was no alarm sent to No. 1 hose house, 
and the firemen had to ring up the ex- 
change to locate the fire after they heard 
No 3's.bell sonnd the alarm. The hose 
cart teams got to tbe scene first and got 
water in time to save adjoining property 
from destruction.

COUNT LATVOSKl'S STOKY. 


A Centenarian with a Bemarkable History 


—He Fought -nltli Napoleon, 


Count Lavroaki, to whom the REPCELI- 


ciN referred brufly on Saturday, was 
still ia the oi'y to-day,preparing to reach 
Washington Cit;-, thence the stirring 
scenes of his youth and early marhood 
in France,where his wife.sged 79, now re- 
sides, oared for by her four song, two of 
whom are in the Frpnoh army and two 
soldiers in the Kusniau dominion. A B.E- 
PUBI IOAN report r had a long chat with 
Count Lawoski on Sunday. 
He is a 


white-haired and gray bearded man of 
small stature, and according to his nar- 
rative, possesses a remarkable history. 
He is every inch a eoldier, and loves to 
chat about wars acd of the great Euro- 
pean and American generals 
The Count 


comes of a noble family of Poland, and 
is a great admirer of the Fiench people, 
but he has 
BD niidjing hatred ol the 


Kussians and of those nations who com- 
bined to crush Napoleon Bonaparte and 
Kossuth, the Hungarian leader. 


The Count was born at Warsaw, in Po- 


Und, July 4tb, 1791, and will be 95 years 
old next Independence Day. His father 
was a Polish nobleman, who had two 
magnificent residences, one at Warsaw 
and another at Cracow. 
He was the 


owner of much land and extensive man- 
ufacturing establishments fifteen miles 
from Warsaw, where he had 1500 oj era- 
tives making clothing and munitions of 
war for the Polish government. When 
the Count, tbe subject of this sketch, was 
16 years of age, he informed his fnmily 
thbt he desired to enter the army and de- 
vote bis life to the fortunes of war. The 
ruling prince of Poland refused to re- 
cieve him and so did Napoleon, because 
of bis youth, and by direction of Bona- 
parte, Lawoeki was sent to the Military 
School at Paris in 1806, where be remain 
ed until 1810, when commis ioned as cap- 
tain of the light artillery, be began his 
active and eventful military cireer, going 
with Napoleon against the Black Aiabi- 
ans in 1810, whiptintr the Egyptians in 
1811, returning to Paris, and in 1812 go- 
logwith Napoleon and his 700,000 men 
on that memorable nmroh through deep 
anow ard facing piercing winds to Mos- 
cow. It was a enmpnigo of four m^nth* 
duration. 
Moscow was hurnei by tbe 


EassiHLS, nud Nupoleou had to retreat to 
Warsaw, lobing 400,000 men, killed or 
taken prisoners, In 1813 the Count was 
with Napoleon at Austerlitz, where WHS 
witnessed one of the bloodiest and most 
terrible battles in the annals of war. Nn- 
poleon wos there to snbdno Austria, but 
that country, aided by the eight nations 
of Europe, confronted tbe Little Giant 
with 2,500,000 men. The French bad but 
700,000 men, but Bonaparte placed them 
in line of buttle and fought for 15 days, 
routing tbe enemy and winning a victory 
that caused all the nations of the earth 
to tremble. The Count eays, "every one 
of the 2,500,000 men, except those who 
got away, were killed by Bony, and at 
tbe close of the struggle there were from 
four to six inches of human blood on the 
battle field" Thence the Count went 
with Napoleon on his triumphant march 
against Vienna and Trieste, and against 
Prussia. In telling of tbe battle of 1815, 
where the Duke of Wellington captured 
the great French captain, the Count be- 
came rather excited, and extolled the 
proweis of Bony. When Napoleon was 
banished to St. Helena, 1600 of the 
French army, the Count among the num- 
bee, accompanied him to the Island, and 
remained there three month?, until they 
were recalled to France. "Then," said 
tbe Count, "in 1831-32, in the war of 
Russia against Poland, my native land, I 
left France, and joined my fortunes with 
those of my own people. We came near 
whipping Russia, but the Austrian, Prus- 
sian, Saxouburg and Wurtembnrg rascals 
arrayed theme elves against us, Bnd we 
were defeated, and Russia, by conque't, 
became the owner ol poor Poland. My 
poor father and two brothers, among 
hundreds of others, were banished for 
life to Siberia by the Rn'sians, and all 
died in the silver mines within four years 
I wns also on the roll among those nam- 
ed for exile in Siberia for life by Emperor 
Niobolas,bnt by the help of a good friend, 
I eluded the guards and escaped to Hun- 
gary, where I remained until 1848-9,when 
I enlisted under the courageous Hunga- 
rian leader, Kossnth, who made war 
against Austria. 
But again did the 


other nations combine their 
forces, 


and with the aid of Prussia, Russia and 
Wurtemburg, was Hungary whipped 
and all her lands and property confiscat- 
ed. Kossuth had bnt 17,000 men and he 
was defeated by superior numbers. Many 
Hungarians were taken prisoners, myself 
among the rest, and we remained in cus- 
tody until after Kossuth visited the Unit- 
ed States, telling of the condition of his 
people. Then by invitation of the noble- 
hearted Americans over 500 of the van- 
quished people, (ill without any posses- 
sions, came to this free country in 1851. I 
oame with the rest, and soon after my 
arrival became drill matter of the cadets 
at West Point. I entered Wtst Point in 
18G3 and my name will be found on tbe 
books of that military school. When the 
Rebellion of 1861 began I at once told the 
cadets I would join the Union army, pnd 
did so, becoming captain of the 101st 
Light Artillery, Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
fighting through the war three years and 
nine months under Gen, Siegel." 


Since the war the Count relates that 


he has spent bis time in Canada, Califor- 
nia, Minnesota, Wisconsin and Illinois, 
and that np to 1868 he drew a pennion 
of 8800 a year from the French govern- 
ment He baa left tbe Soldiers' Home at 
Milwaukee. He liked the beds and the 
eating at the Home, but says be would 
rather live with the dogs than stay there 
with the rough, swearing crowd of sol- 
diers. He stated that he had never been 
sick a day in his life and had never taken 
any medicine whatever. 


The Count's feeling toward Russia, as 


before stated, is deep-seated and bitter, 
and he said that if the United States ever 
had trouble with a nation of Europe, the 
"Russian rascals will be the first to ofitr 
assiitance to England or any other coun- 
try to crush America. 
Do I think 


Europe can whip tbe United Stated? Tee, 
I do. This country, if the nations of 
Europe were to combine against it, would 
be overpowered, and Russia would be the 
first to step in for a big share of the lend. 
But there is no present fear of trouble, 


and if I osn reach my wife in Paris, and | 
find a pleasant home, I shall spend the | 
remaining few years of njy life in jeaoe ' 
and comfort." 
The Count during his 


lifetime has spoken eight different lan- 
guages, bat he hea lived so long in Amer- 
ica that he has forgotten some ot tbe lin- 
gos, and has no practical use except for 
English, Polish and German. 


During hia stay in Deoatur Count 


Lawoski has been oared for by members 
of Dunham Post No. 141, G. A. B., and 
he feels especially grateful to them for 
their kindness. HP is thinly clad and has 
no grip-sank. Under his arm he parries 
a great roll of newspapers each giving a 
meagre history of bis eventful life. 


Death of Mrs. Ell Brenneman. 


Mrs. Mary A. Brenneman, wife of Eli 


Brenneman, died this forenoon at 1! :20 
o'clock at the family residence, No 240 
South Franklin street, in the 36th year 
of her age. The deceased bad been af- 
flicted with a stomach trouble for a num- 
ber of years, but was in average health 
up to 12 days ago, when she was at the 
bedside of her sick sister giving her at- 
tention. About a week ago she became 
weak and was forced to remain in her 
room, and though she had the best medi- 
cal skill and received faithful attention 
from the family and neighbors, she passed 
away at tbe hour stated conscious to the 
last moment, almost with her last breath 
speaking words ot pity and comfort to 
her grief-striokea husband. 


MarygAmaoda Olanton was born at 


Louisville, Ind , on Ftb. 24th 1851, and 
became tbe wife of Eli Brennejnan on 
Nov. 14, 1870. The couple resided in 
Deoatur until they removed to tbe Elm 
Grove Farm, near Macon, where they 
lived until a year ago when they returned 
to Decatur, occupying the Wesaels prop- 
erty which they purchased in 1885. The 
deceased was a daugh'er of Mrs. Sarah 
W. Gibson, who with a sister, Mrj. Oliver 
Klime, resides at Santa Rosa, Cul. Another 
Bister, Mrs. Elijah Haeket, resiles on 
Centre Ridge farm north of Deoatur.

WASHitiOTON, D. C , M'oh 22,1886. 


Ecs. REPUBLICAN.—Mrs. Mott Smith, the 


wife of the Commissioner of the Hawaiian 
Legation and a native of tbe Sandwich Is- 
lands, fa vorably known In Washington circles 
as a delightful social entertainer, a few 
nights ago held an Informal reception at her 
home, in honor of the author, "William D 
Howells, now spending a few weeks in tbe 
city. We had the pleasure of meeting bere 
many prominent men of Ine day. By nine 
o'elook tbe spacious parlors were filled with 
guests to the number of nearly one hundred, 
and the noisy hum of conversation was only 
husbed from time to time to listen to the melo- 
dious strains of some of Washington's moat 
glUed singers also present aa guests. 


Mr. Howells, of course, formed the center 


of attraction. Naturally low in Bgure, hia 
rounded form BLii slightly stooping sliouldeis 
onlybape the eflect to augment In appearance 
this peculiarity.

All the free-trade schemers have pet 
industries which they desire pro- 
tected while removing the protection 
from everything else. 


THE public debt of Great Britain 


at present is 13,732,110,820. It is 
alleged that Premier Gladstone's 
proposed land measure for Ireland 
will add *7oO,000,000 to this debt, 
increasing the amount to 94,500, 
000,000—a 
staggering load that 


•would require greatly increased tax- 
ation and burden every enterprise of 
industry and commerce. But few 
statesmen would have the courage to 
offer such a measure to the people 
on whose support they depend for 
the possession of power. 


CHICAGO Journal: Not a word is 


said where John H. Oberly is best 
known in favor of his appointment 
as a member of the Civil Service 
Commission. 
Hia ability is over- 


rated. 
He has been persistent, 


greedy and importunate in seeking 
and demanding office. 
He under- 


stands the spoils system better and 
has practiced it more industriously 
than any other Democratic politi- 
cian in Illinois. With such men to 
administer it, the civil-service sys- 
tem is likely to fall into "innocuous 
desuetude," a very proper phrase in- 
vented by the President to describe 
a law, regulation or custom that has 
lost its vitality and died out for 
want of support and sustenance. 


The Harmonists. 


George Eapp, founder of the seet 


of Harmonists in Pennsylvania, was 
born in Wurtemberg, Germany, in 
177'\ and died at Economy* Pecn., 
in 1847. 
Believing that he hud a 


divine call, and was charged with 
the restoration of the Christian re- 
ligion to its original purity, be or- 
ganized a community on the model 
of the primitive 
church, holding 


goods in common. A difficulty with 
the government in regard to wor- 
ship impelled Bapp to transplant 
his community in 1803 from Wnr- 
temburg to the United States. They 
settled first in Butler county Pa, 
where they founded the village of 
Harmony, and employed themselves 
in agriculture and manufactures. 
They acquired considerable wealth, 
and in 1815 removed to the Territory 
of Indiana, where they purchased a 
tract of 27,000 acres on the Wabash. 
The settlement of New Harmony 
here prospered even more than their 
former establishment, but in 1824 
they sold their property to Kobert 
Owen and 
emigrated to Beaver 


county, Pennsylvania, where 
the 


town of Economy was laid out on 
the right bank of the Ohio, seventeen 
miles 
northwest of 
Pittsburgh. 


There was a secession of about 200 
members ia 1832. 
It is an agricul- 


tural and manufacturing community. 
Members of both sexes are admitted, 
but they do not marry. They pro- 
fess Protestantism, observe strict 
morality, and pay much attention to 
education. Litigation has begun in 
Pittsburgh over the estate of Bapp, 
involving some 117,000,000.

dent of the Harmonists, is an uncle 
of Andrew Bothfnss, of this city. 
He is a very old man, and if the 
property is ever divided Mr Both- 
fusa will be one of the principal 
heirs.

ficult in the fall to get a certificate of 
vaccination from each pnpil. You will 
savs them much trouble and yourself 
some annoyanoe by sending one with the 
children on the first day of the term. 


Some parents have been annoyed at 


the persistsnesof the teacher ill this mat- 
ter 
Please remember that the law makes 


it the duty of the teachar to know that 
every one of her pupils is vaccinated. 
The physician IB supposed to know when 
the child is protected against small-pox— 
the teacher does not. Oonseqnently she 
will decline to admit new pupils who do 
not bring a certificate of vaccination 
from some physician. 


All children will be received on the 


first day of the term who will be six years 
old at any time within four wteUa. 


Children who have never been in any 


school before will not be rectived after 
April 12th.

our costumes will be essentially modified. 


Again, woman's dominion over man was 


always supposed to be purely physical, and 
just in proportion as she could rouse his pas- 
sions, and hold him by those attractions to 
which he was most susceptible, he was her 
slave for the time being. Dress plays a most 
important part in this kind of domination, 
which those who make a study of the passion- 
ate nature of man thoroughly understand, 
and drape their persons accordingly. In the 
early history of the race men hunted for 
wivei, as they now do for other game, and 
captured the choicest they could find. Then 
they hnd it all their own way, except as they 
interfered with one another. The woman's 
chief pride and distinction was to be among 
the stolen. The next step was to' make them 
articles of merchandise, nnd as those who 
came to purchase claimed the right to see the 
article offered, the scant drapery was so ar- 
ranged as to display their greatest attrac- 
tions. Lut once in the possession of the happy 
owner, the charms must now bo sedulously 
veiled from all outside observers. American 
men are not so selfish and exacting. They 
allow their wives and daughters to unvail 
before all Israel and the sun. 
In eastern 


nations the ideal woman was helpless, and 
modest in the extreme—t-afeonly in seclusion; 
hence one nation compressed her feet in iron 
shoes, that she might not stray 
from 


home; another required her to wear a 
mask, that no unbidden guest should 
b« seduced by her attractions, nor her 
vanity cultivated by 
undue observation. 


The owner wished all her little arts concen- 
trated on himself, absolute property in 
woman being thus far the basic idea in all the 
social relations. To please man was the be- 
ginning, end and aim of her existence, the 
creed and catechism of her religion. He was 
the sun of her universe, the object of her 
worship, her chief study. 
Until now all 


Eve's daughters have a kind of hereditary in- 
sight into tho wonders and mysteries of his 
complicated organization and the manifold 
manifestations of his wisdom, goodness and 
power. 


In our day the girl in the progress of civili- 


zation has come, in a measure, to own herself, 
and in addition to her beauties of feature and 
complexion she is supposed to have many 
higher attractions of a moral and intellectual 
character. Many have a thorough collegiate 
education; some have inherited large for- 
tunes ; some are skilled in the trades, profes- 
sions, and as they are no longer stolen, sold 
nor given away by their male relatives, they 
may be said now to hold a more equal plnca 
with their brothers in the matrimonial mar- 
ket. In this view the question is pertinent: 
Why 
should 
young 
women 
longer 


display 
then- 
arms 
and 
shoulders? 


Being possessed of higher 
charms 
and 


filling positions of honor and independence 
and claiming equal social, civil and political 
rights with men, why should they unveil then- 
charms while men so carefully conceal all 
theirs, except what may chance to shine 
through their benign countenances. If mat- 
rimony is a bailer o£ charm for charm, it is 
quite as important for young men to display 
then- well-turned throats, chests and limbs, 
then- well-developed muscles, as it is for the 
girls to unveil their fine proportions. But 
what would tho world say if on iiome festive 
occasion our boys should make tlaeir appear- 
ance, waltzing and dancing in fashionable 
drawing 
rooms, with bare arms 
and 


necks, long trousers, trailing two yards from 
their heels, with a little mechanical appliance 
for holding them up in dancing. 


"Oh, that the gods the gift would gie us 
To see ourselves as others see us.'" 
We can readily judge of the real propor- 


tions of men and women when decently 
draped. Hence for the present demands of 
society, all this denuding is a work of 
supererogation, especially from the stand- 
point of dignity, self respect hnd common 
decency on the part of women. Gatton, in 
his work on heredity, tells us the tendency of 


mankind is always backward to old con- 
ditions, and this fashion of displaying tha 
person no doubt grows out pf the old com- 
pulsory custom among the ancients. 


Although wornon are said to be the "queens 


hi our social life, wielding the scepter that 
rules the world," yet from this backward 
tendency they still turn our drawing rooms, 
theatres and fashionable hotels into a kind of 
matrimonial 
market, where they display 


more than the most exacting admirers or the 
enlightened public sentiment of our tunes re- 
quire. 


Second—Under the head of health, enough 


has been said already in our physiological 
journals on that point to arrest the attention 
of the most heedless votary of fashion. Who 
can question the damago to young and deli- 
cate girls of such a wholesale disrobing to our 
cold and changeable climate. Think of high- 
necked, long-sleeved dresses and flannels all 
thrown aside for a fashionable ball, reception 
or dinner. There is no part of the body 
more sensitive to changes and draughts than 
the throat, chest and shoulders. A current 
of air on the back of the neck is fraught with 
dangers. Every year this craze for artistic 
effects is demanding the sacrifice of new vic- 
tims, that new charms may be revealed. Un- 
der clothing above the waist is a thing of the 
past. There was a tune when a fragment 
of a sleeve was vouchsafed by the goddess of 
fashion, and only the upper part of the bust 
was exposed to inspection, but now the de- 
mands are growing more and more ex- 
tended 
and 
exacting—a sleeve 
is 
but 


a 
memory 
of 
by-gone 
days. 
The 


curve of the shoulder is called for and no 
band or ribbon, however minute, must now 
intercept the view from the tip of the ear to 
the end of the finger, The shoulder blades, 
too, must be visible, that the first appearance 
of the angelic wings, seen hi prophetic 
visions, may in their growth be unuupeded. 
Verily, it looks OH if Caiiyle's weird imaginings 
in Sartor Resartus, were soon to be realized. 
If our men can only be person ded to second 
the earnest endeavors of the women, to return 
M the simple costume worn in the Garden of 
Eden, all this "clothes thatching" will soon 
be but a painful dream of former bondage, 
and all badges of caste and clan speedily dis- 
posed of; for without clothes, said the great 
Scotch iconoclast, how could you tell a prince 
from a peasant 


But ii our women cannot be reconciled to 


such stringent measures, as draping all their 
charms, the display of the lower limbs would 
be less injyrious to health, as none of the 
vital organs are located in that part of the 
human organism. 
The Scotch Highlander 


bares his legs with impunity to the fierce 
winds on his native hills. There would be no 
special danger of following his example in 
our comfortably heated drawing rooms. The 
curve of the logs, feet, ankles, and their 
graceful motions in walking and dancing, are 
always attractive, and to leave them free and 
drape the upper part of the body, would seem 
more rational If denuding these must be to 
verify 
the 
hereditary 
tendency 
to 


old 
customs, 
the 
experiments 
should 


not 
be made 
on 
tha 
vital organs. 


How many more of our lovely girls must be 
sacrificed to this absurd fashion? How many 
more must be carried off with bronchitis, 
pneumonia and neuralgia before sensible men 
and women combine, with pen and tongue, to 
denounce and ridicule this vulgar custom out 
of existence? 


Third—As to the moral aspects of this ques- 


tion, there can be but one opinion. 
Our 


fashions come mainly from the courtesans of 
France. Their chief study is to play on tha 
passions of men, and all dressing is with that 
view. To attract their attention there must 
be something striking. To hold it there must 
be change from time to tune. As soon as the 
eye becomes familiar with one style another 
must be presented. 


Our innocent girls mistake the example of 


this class of women, without understanding 
the philosophy on which their fashions are 
based, without ever asking themselves: What 
is the significance of this fashion! What was 
its origin? What are its advantages? Is it 
artistic > Is it useful? Does it rouse the higher 
sentiments? Does it benefit the wearer, elevate 
the observer, and cultivate the good taste 
of society! Wo! no I a full evening dress is 
neither comfortable, convenient, artistic nor 
decent for a refined, educated woman. 


When I was last in England I wanted very 


much to pay my respects to the queen, but on 
learning that a' court dress involved bare 
neck and arms, I abandoned tho idea of shiv- 
ering in a cold ante-room for one hour and 
losing my self-respect to enjoy that honor. I 
had heard so many boasts among English 
women that thoir queen had ahvays kept 
her court so clean, that I wondered she 
should not only tolerate, but insist on so de- 
moralizing a fashion 


How fathers, husband and brothers, with 


common sense and roBnnmnnt, am consent to 
their wives and daughters thus degrading 
themselves in public, and how women them- 
selvi^s, with one grain of modesty can bn will- 
ing to expose themselves to tho gaze and re- 
marks of such promiscuous assemblies of 
men, as congregate in Washington society, 
passes all comprehension. 


It is bad enough for young girls to attract 


the attention of young men by such acts, and 
to demoralize them by such exposures, but 
for mature matrons, women of 40 and 50 years 
of age, to be guilty of such vulgar vanity in 
displaying their persons, and with a full 
knowledge of the significance of thoir actions, 
their behavior is as unprincipled as it is un- 
becoming. 


The disgiist with which all persons of re- 


finement regard such women should have 
relegated these fashions long ago to that class 
whose profession compels them to display 
their charms in the market. Why should 
we, the greatest nation on the globe, if wo 
except Russia, the only one still hi the act of 
growth, consent to follow the antiquated cus- 
toms of those nations, that have long since 
passed the zenith of their power, customs so 
unworthy the higher type of womanhood 
America boasts to-day. 


So long as there is no admission into court 


circles except through such humiliations of a 
woman's proper pride and delicacy, I conjure 
all American women to forego the supposed 
honor of being presented to the crowned 
heads of Europe. And let us in turn estab- 
lish the custom that women cannot be ad- 
mitted into the best American society with 
then- necks, shoulders and arms uncovered. 


Sitting at dinner once in a fashionable hotel 


at Washington, discussing awouoan's conven- 
tion, then in session, with some gentlemen, a 
lady offensively in the opposition, as inde- 
cently dressed as the fashion allowed, ob- 
je-tedto women speaking hi publir, singu- 
larly enough on the ground that it involved 
groat sacrifice of delicacy and refinement to 
be thus exposed to the gaze of promiscuous 
assemblies. 


With my eyes averted as much as possible, 


for I was ashamed to have the gentleman see 
me look at her, I listened, with smothered 
impatience, to her platitudes on woman's 
sphere. On leaving the table, which I did as 
soon as convenient, I said, "Madame, I have 
spoken in public forty years, and have never 
in all that time been as much exposed as you 
are now, and, I trust, never, under any cir- 
cumstances, have I seemed so lacking in 
modesty." 


In dosing, my dear Miss Cleveland, allow mo 


to say you have now the opportunity, by your 
example and a free expression of your opin- 
ion, to elevate the standard of dress for your 
countrywomen, and I sincerely hope you will 
me your influence in the direction of health, 
morals and refinement.

The Strike at St. Louis. 


ST. Louis, March 23.—The rumor that 


the Missouri Pacific would resume its 
freight traffic to-day was followed this 
morning by an attempt to send out a 
freight train, which, resulted, however, 
in a miserable failure. In anticipation of 
an enjoyable time, a large number ol the 
striking Knights gathered at the Ewing 
aveune crossing early this morning and 
wuited patiently for the train to appear. 
At about 9:40 o'clock switch engine No. 
825, Billy Study, engineer, and with Fire- 
man Nelson on board, left the shops at 
Ewing nvenue and proceeded clown to 
the depot. 
At Ewing avenue cross- 


ing Fireman Nelson jumped off. This 
action was greeted with cheers. 
The 


engine was manned by several police, 
uniformed and nnnniformed. 
About ten 


minutes before the engine started, Fur- 
long and ten oJ his satellites soared down 
the track to the Seventeenth street yard, 
where the train was to be made up. They 
were greeted with jeers and hisses as 
they passed. 
The greater part of the 


crowd followed the engine down to the 
ynrd. The crowd began to augment rap- 
idly. There must have been at least 300 
persons in it. Sergeants Campbell, Bree 
and Young, with about a dozen police, ar- 
rived on the scene with the intention to 
preserve order. Trainmaster Clark was 
helping to make up the train. The freight 
twin to be sent oat was a special, and 
was to consist cf eleven cars. The en- 
gineer had already succeeded in getting 
together four cars, and backed up to take 
on the rest, when the person at the switch 
ttirew 
it 
wrong 
and 
the 
four 


cars 
scraped 
up' against two cars 


which stood where the switch ended. 
The 
two 
cars 
that 
collided were 


then 
tilted 
slightly. 
This 
master 


effort at switching was greeted with loud 
cheers by the strikers. 
It is claimed by 


many that Trainmaster 
Clark was the 


culprit. The crowd was a good-natured 
one, and contented itself with laughinsr, 
shouting and poking fun at the detectives 
and police. An effort was made to have 
Engineer Study leave the train, but Study 
would not leave. 
An attempt was then 


made to start forward with the fonr cars, 
when the crowd suddenly surged around 
them and the next moment the coupling 
pins of the cars mysteriously disappeared 
from their places to be found later beneath 
the cars. The engine, which was also 
uncoupled, started ahead without its bur- 
den. 
The crowd cheered again, but the 


cheering turned into jeers when a detail 
of about twenty specials stalked up the 
track after everything was over. 
During 


the excitement, a Furlong man, standing 
on the locomotive, put his hand 0* his 
hip-pocket as if to draw h!8 ftvolv- 
er. This motion was at once noticed 
by the crowd, which manifested its dis- 
pleasure by hissing and giving utterance 
to some uncomplimentary remarks. 
No 


further attempt was made to take out this 
train, and after as many Furlong men got 
on the engine as room would permit, it 
proceeded back to the shops followed by 
the triumphant cries ol the crowd. 
As 


the engine crossed Ewing avenoe it was 
again greeted with vigorous cheers bj 
the strikers who had remained at the 
crossing. 


Notwithstanding this signal failure, it 


i» said that another attempt to run freights 
will be made. It is certain, though, that 
they will not get very far—some say not 
even out of St. Louis. It is difficult to 
see how the freights are to be sent out. 
Everything the Knights do is done good- 
naturally and in a quiet, peaceful way. 
Their great number makes it impossible 
for the police to see who the parties tam- 
pering with the cenplings are. 


The executive committee of the Knights 


were in session this morning at Light- 
stone's Hall, and its members were so 
busily engaged in sending and receiving 
telegrams from the affected points that 
they had but little time for other busi- 
ness. From the tone of these telegrams 
it was very plainly to be seen that all that 
has been said about disaffection among 
the Knights, and that some ol them were 
getting dissatisfied with the condition of 
things, was the veriest nonsense. One of 
the committee said: 


"We are more and more satisfied that 


none of the men will go back to work 
until our demands are acceded to. We 
are getting down to hard-pan and prepar- 
ing for a long siege.

IN WASHINGTON. 


OKS. JOHN TYLEK. 


The Son of President Tyler and His 


Bill—How the Office of Private Secre- 
tary to the President Originated—Gen. 
Jackson's Land Patents. 


[Special Correiponclenc°.l 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—I fee every day 


here at Washington a straight, fine-looking 
old man, with a beard ol silver, and silky 
white haii-, which twists itself into short 
curls, as it touches his neck. He has a fair 
complexion, and his features are those of 
President Tyler. He is courtly in his bear- 
ing, and is as active as a young man about 
to cast his fir-t vote. This man is Gen. John 
Tyler, the son of President Tyler, who 
becomes a public figure just now from the 
bill before congress, in which he asks pay- 
ment for lAs services as private secretary to 
his father. 14Then John Tyler w«s president 
congress was arrayed against him, and it 
treated him with all the meanness in its 
power. It refused to pay the ordinary ex- 


penses of the White 
House, and the ex- 
penses of lighting, 
heating and ser- 
vants all came out 
of President Tyler's 
private pocket. 
John Tyler, Jr., 
was 
his 
father's 


private secretary, 
and though be bad 
to keep a number of 
clerks under him to 
carry 011 ihe busi- 
ness of the White 


House, he received no salary whatever. I 
chatted with him to-day about his bill. Said 
he: 


"I hod been my father's amanuensis ever 


since I can remember, and at this time when 
I had just graduated from the College of 
William arid Mary, and where I was, in 
fact, prosecuting my master's degree and the 
study of law, my father culled me to Wash- 
ington to act ns his secretary, fir-t as vice- 
president and after Harrison's denth as, presi- 
dent. You can have no idea of Ihu exjierises 
of the White House at that time. We kept 
thirty-six servants, and my fathoi's social 
reign was perhaps the most popular of that 
of any president. Thousands culled at the 
White House every week. 
They wore the 


carpets in the East room to rags, sat out the 
bottoms of the chairs, and their entertain- 
ment cost a great deal more than my father's 
salary. We had to pay for the wood and 
for everything, even to the street lamps. 


Although Andrew Jackson, Van Burcu and 


Harrison had each bud private secretaries 
who v ere paid by the government, congrear 
awarded no salary to me. and nt the next ad- 
ministration I think the office of private sec- 
retary \\ as raised to a salary of $2,. 
rXK) and 


with its assistants it now costs many thou- 
sands. I first systematized the business of 
the White House. 
I was my father's busi- 


ness manager, and I devoted my entire time 
for four years to the office. 
During the lat- 


ter part of my term I spent many (lays in 
signing land patents, and I averaged about 
7,000 a day, working continuously. Still I 
got nothing for this work which the govern- 
ment received, and when I left the White 
House I was reduced to such straits that I 
sold for *S5 to my brother-in-law a gold 
watch chain which had cost me $60, and this 
was all the money I took away from the 
White House. As Uncle Sam received my 
work it is only fair, it seems to me, that he 
should pay for it." 


"Can you tell me, General, how the office of 


private secretary originated?" 


"Yes," was the reply. "All of the president* 


Aom Washington, with Tobias Lear, down to 
Cleveland, with Dan Lament, have, I think, 
had private secretaries. None of them re- 
ceived pay until the days of Andrew Jackson, 
Tip to Jackson's time the presidents had to 
sign all of the land patents issued by the 
United States. This labor, as the country 
grew and settlement increased, became very 
arduous. The land patents were great sheets 
of parchment ss large as the page of the or- 
dinary newspaper. Jackson used to spend 
his evenings, in the work of signing them. 
Dressed in gown and slippers, with one of his 
long clay pipes in his mouth, he would have 
perhaps 1,000 of these laid on a table which 
be placed between him and the great fire-

of their visits here from not knowing the 
great characters whom, they meet 
There 


are so many ins and outs of Wash- 
ington society that you stumble across 
prominent persons or their friends every- 
where. A senator or a chief justice hi a street 
car does not look different from other men, 
and the simply dressed old lady on the other 
side of you, who might be taking in sewing 
for all you know, may be a senators wife or 
a cabinet officer's mother. I think it was at 
a reception the other day that a lady visiting 
in Washington, apparently well educated and 
certainly well dressed, was introdu&sd-for the 
first time to Mrs. John A. Logan. The sen- 
ator who performed the introduction left im- 
mediately it was over, and the following con- 
venation took place: "Logan, did you say! 


Congressman Hill, of Ohio, tells me a 


story of a witty repartee of Sunset Cox, now 
our minister to Turkey, in response to a half 
insulting remark of one of the South Ameri- 
can diplomats at Washington. 
"Sum Co*," 


said Mr. Hill, "was chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs at the time, and the 
incident occurred at a gorgeous reception 
given by the Mexican minister, While Cox, 
one of the South American ministers and my- 
self were standing about the punch bowl the 
diplomat began to contrast the present re- 
ception with the poor affairs given by the 
president of the United States, saying that 
the foreign rulers surpassed the Americans 
in their modes of living, and that their 
foreign agents could give better receptions 
than the president of the United States. The 
diplomat then went on to tell how royally 
their rulers lived in comparison with the 
American president. Mr. Cox listened until 
the diplomat had finished. He then said: 
"Yes, bir, I agree with you in that your 
rulers do live more royally than ours, but 
you must remember that, in your countries, 
while your rulers are rich the people are 
poor; but that hero the rulers are poor, 
while the people are rich. We rim our coun- 
tries on different principles, and wo believe 
that the comfort of all tbe people is more to 
be sought after than all the luxury and pomp 
of one man." These remarks were made in 
Hr. Cox's most affable manner, and they ef- 
fectually silenced the diplomat. 


Mrs. Senator Payne is a quiet little woman, 


with no snobbishness about her. She is thor- 
oughly unpretentious, and she does not pro- 
pose Iwing imposed upon. A friend of mine 
going to Philadelphia the other day told me 
how she resisted the imposition of a couple of 
negro porters, who carried her baggage, con- 
sisting of two small satchels, into tbe depot. 
In some way tbey found out that she was 
Mrs. Payne, and as she handed them fifty 
cents, which, by the way, was ample pay for 
the work they had done, they beyan, to bluster 
and try to make her pay more. She told 
them that the amount they had received was 
sufficient for the service they had done, and 
that so firmly that they left her, feeling much 
ashamed.

She had never seen Mrs. Payne, and 
in the reception room where she waited she 
thought the little gray-haired woman writing 
at the desk to be Senator Payne's secretary 
A moment later, however, a servant girl 
came in and addressed the little old lady as 
Mi's. Payne, and she was surprised to see her 
give an order and leave the room.

ance man, and he gave one of his brother 
senators a good lecture on tb* abuse of alco- 
holic liquors in the lobby of the senate the
